Edu cato rs, too, p oint ou t o r­ 
ganized athletic comp etition for 
p readolescents can only be ju s­ 
tified if it has an edu cational 
v alu e. 
This accou nts for the fact that 
comp etitiv e 
interschool 
p ro­ 
grams are not condu cted for 
stu dents u nder abou t 12 y ears 
o f age. 
One criticism o f pa rent in­ 
v o lv ement ma kes the o bser­

Vice President Sp iro T. Ag- 
new, in a su rp rise ap p earance 
at the assembly also attended 
by astro nau t James A. Lov ell 
and Tex as billionaire H. Ross 
Pero t, said secu ring the release 
of p risoners of war "is fu nda 
mental to ou r negotiating stance 
in Paris" at p eace negotiations. 
"We shall nev er forget these 
men," Agnew said, "and we 
shall nev er forget how they 
hav e been treated.”

But when Clifton was about 
10 y ears old , he grew v ery an ­ 
gry at a n eighbor, whose cat 
had been try in g to catch some 
of Clifton ’s pet pigeon s. 
At the peak of his ire, y oun g 
Clifton d ecid ed to get ev en . 
So he stole a bar of soap that 
was ly in g on the n eighbor’s 
back porch. 
But that n ight his con scien ce 
bothered him so much that he 
could n ’t sleep.

This small episod e from his 
y outh man y y ears ago thus 
shows the caliber of the grown 
man . 
So when Clifton Hirschman

1,100 In d ian apolis tax pay ers had 
attempted to offer us an ‘un d er 
the table’ pay off. 
“An d what was d oubly shock­ 
in g to me, they d id n ’t ev en 
seem to feel an y remorse or 
twin ges of con scien ce whatsoev ­ 
er! 
Alas, political bribery is n ot 
limited solely to a bun d le of 
un marked $20 bills, slipped to 
an official un d er the table. 
He may also be threaten ed 
by a religious or labor lead er 
who tells him he will be d efeat­ 
ed at the n ex t election un less 
he v otes the way such a min or­ 
ity group d eman d s. 
An d these forms of ballot-box 
“blackmail” are v ery effectiv e, 
for the can d id ates kn ow that the 
in telligen t, 
an d 
law-abid in g 
folks may stay away from the 
polls if it is rain in g. 
But the v ociferous an d often 
regimen ted min ority bloc will 
turn out almost 100 per cen t, 
rain or shin e. 
An d brin g their relativ es to 
the polls, too!

though they may be on ly 5 per 
cen t, the 95 per cen t who are 
n omin ally our “fan s” often say 
n othin g.

Jo hn 
M itchell, wife o f the United States atto r­ 
ney general. He was therefo re indirectly 
charged with guilt by m arriag e and sum ­ 
m arily turned lo o se fro m WETA-TV. 


The specific bill o f attaind er against 
Mr. W o estendiek w as “ co nflict o f inter­ 
e st.” Presum ably, he was given a cho ice 
between lo sing his jo b o r having his wife 
quit hers—because she had co m m itted 
the unfo rgivable sin o f go ing to wo rk fo r 
(gasp) a wo m an who was a Republican, 
co ntro versial, and so m ew hat o verdo ne as 
a co nservative. 
I bring Mr. Friendly into this 
discus­ 
sio n because the Fo rd Fo undatio n, o ut o f 
the abundance o f its k indness, put 
up the 
mo ney fo r the sho w that M r. Wo estendiek 
was pro ducing fo r WETA-TV. When the 
statio n called him “o ut o f co urtesy” to 
tell him that It was riding Mr. Wo esten­ 
diek o n a rail, Mr. Friendly did no t say; 
“Put do wn the Ur and feathers!” Les 
Midley, the executive pro ducer o f the 
Walter Cro nk ite sho w, was no t fired be­ 
cause his wife, Betty Furness, wo rk ed 
fo r Lyndo n Jo hnso n. E ric Sevaried and 


David Brink ley were no t fired when their 
wives went to wo rk fo r H ubert H um phrey 
in 19 68 . WETA-TV did no t fire W alterene 
Swansto n. even tho ugh she is m arried to 
a m an who fo rk s fo r Senato r Alan C ran­ 
sto n (D., Calif.). 
Acco rding to the reco rd. Mr. F red 
Friendly listened to the news o f w hat w as 
in sto re fo r W illiam W o estendiek , put the 
pho ne back o n its cradle, and returned 
to w hatever he was do ing. There w as no 
thunder fro m him abo ut “ fighting fo r the 
freedo m o f bro adcast jo urnalism ” —his 
phrase—and no threat that 
WETA-TV 
wo uld find itself bereft o f Fo rd F o unda­ 
tio n funds if it perpetrated this act o f 
bigo try. Mr. Friendly no w says that he 
did no t give his o fficial sanctio n to the 
po litical lynching o f Mr. W o estendiek . 
But by the sam e to k en, he do es no t say 
that he lifted a finger to prevent it.

Students fo r a Dem o ­ 
cratic So ciety, o r K ingm an B rew ster o f 
Yale, Mr. Friendly and the F o rd Fo unda­ 
tio n m ight have been thundering fro m 
every New- Yo rk and W ashingto n ro o fto p 
abo ut civil rights, dissent, and the black 
silence o f fear. And pro bably thundering 
alo ng with them wo uld have been every’ 
jack anapes edito rial w riter who had no th­ 
ing better to fulm inate against that day. 
It’s all quiet alo ng the Po to m ac—and 
the Hudso n, to o —because the dissenter is 
M artha M itchell, who se po litics, parbo il­ 
ed o r no t, are o n the Right. There is quiet 
because the pro cesso rs o f pro test are 
dealing with Republicans and co nserva­ 
tives. Sen. Ro bert J. Do le (D., K ans.) 
m ade this po int in a sjjeech o n the Senate 
flo o r that go t o nly m arginal co verage in 
the press. “ It is no t the po litics that is 
bad,” Senato r Do le said, “ it is o nly the 
R epublicans . . . I resent the blatant dis­ 
ho nesty. 
And 
regardless o f party, 
it 
sho uld no t pass unchallenged.” 
Bumper Crop Damage 


Recent tests co nducted by Insurance 
Institute o f Highway Safety and the De­ 
partment o f Transpo rtatio n (DOT) have 
revealed the asto nishing fact that auto ­ 
mo bile -co llisio ns at speeds as lo w as five 
miles an ho ur can cause damage co sting 
•everal hundred do llars. 
Tho se big hunk s o f metal called bump­ 
ers rusting at either end o f a car are 
among the mo st useless appurtenances 
on the modem auto mo bile. If cars really 
had functio nal bumpers, says o ne insur­ 
ance co mpany o fficial, auto damage lo ss­ 
es co uld be cut by 25 per cent, o r as much 
as $1 .5 billio n annually. 
His co mpany spent o ver $100 millio n 
to repair the passenger cars o f po licy­ 
ho lders in 1969, repo rts Ro y H. Lo vell, 
claims staff manager fo r Natio nwide In­ 
surance, in testimo ny given to DOT. 
Fully 84 per cent o f all pro perty damage 
claims stemmed fro m lo w-speed acci­ 
dents which pro duced lo sses o f $400 o r 
less. 


No t o nly do bumpers fail to prevent 
damage, they are a large part o f the 
damage pro blem themselves. Of the $100 
millio n, the co mpany spent $15 millio n 
o n claims fo r bumper repairs o r replace­ 
ments alo ng last year. 


“There are tho usands o f parts in a 
car,” says Lo vell. “When o ne item ac­ 
co unts fo r 15 per cent o f all the repair 
mo ney spent, then there’s so mething 
wro ng.” 


What’s wro ng, o f co urse, is that 70 
years into the century o f the auto mo bile, 
manufacturers even no w feel no neces­ 
sity to co me up with a standardized en­ 
ergy-abso rbing bumper that wo uld be 
functio nal as well as deco rative. 


Perhaps after a few mo re years o f 
tests, investigatio ns and hearings and 
several billio ns mo re in claims, Detro it 
may get aro und to co rrecting a pro blem 
it sho uld never have created in the first 
place. 
Pigs Are Beautiful 


No t since Walt Disney’s carto o n fea­ 
ture “The Three Little Pigs” came o ut 
in the early 1930s has lo wly Suidae do - 
mestica lo o k ed so go o d. 
Po lice in Lo ng Beach, Calif., are said 
to be pro udly wearing go ld tie pins in the 
shape o f pigs. Off duty, many o f them 
are wearing T-shirts and sweaters em­ 
blazo ned with a po rcine po rtrait and the 
declaratio n that “Pigs Are Beautiful.” 
Po lice in o ther parts o f the co untry are 
beginning to o rder the pins. 
It is, o f co urse, a reactio n to the hard 
time co llege students have been giving 
law enfo rcement o fficers aro und the 
co untry.

Pigs have never made war o n anybo dy, 
have never put anybo dy in co ncentratio n 
camps, have never even called anybo dy 
names. As fo r their being dirty, ho w 
wo uld humans lo o k if they were fo rced 
to live in pigsties?

The man most responsible is 
Istv an Danosd , who d id not be­ 
come the head coach throu gh 
normal aoad emic progression 
He had to escape from the Hu n­ 
garian army first and then from 
Hu ngary itself. 
Danosi 
coached 
Hu ngary ’s 
1948 and 1952 Oly mpic fencing 
teams and was a d istingu ished 
sports professor and fencing 
master at the Hu ngarian Roy al 
Military Acad emy in Bu d apest. 
In his y ou nger d ay s he was a 
member of the 1936 Hu ngarian 
Oly mpic fencing team and one 
of his cou ntry ’s foremost skiers. 
Then came the 1956 rev olu tion 
in Hu ngary and Danosi escaped 
with his wife, teen-aged d au gh­ 
ter and infant son. He was u n­ 
able to liv e u nd er the Commu ­ 
nists 
who had 
infiltrated the 
Hu ngarian army . Danosi re­ 
signed from the army and 
opened a series oi fencing acad ­ 
emies 
and 
child ren’s 
sports 
camps in Bu d apest, bu t each 
was d osed , in tu rn, by the gov ­ 
ernment. 
On OJjristmas Ev e, 19 56 , he 


escaped from Hu ngary to Vien­ 
na and three d ay s later, re­ 
ceiv ed permission to sail to the 
United States. Upon arriv al in 
New Yoik Feb. 3, 19 57, Danosi 
d id not know where to tu rn. 
An 8 2-y ear-old Hu ngarian priest, 
who fled his cou ntry d u ring 
World War I, helped him locate 
a job at a YMCA in Norwalk, 
Conn. 
Less than a y ear later he 
came to Way ne State and began 
bu ild ing. He has since been se 
lected twice to aid in prepara 
tion of U.S. Oly mpic fencing 
teams, tu tored one U.S. Oly m­ 
pian, coached national champi­ 
ons, cond u cted a national oham 
pionship and became an Ameri­ 
can citizen. 
Way ne State has compiled a 
143-46 record in the sport since 
1958 u nd er Danosi. He also has 
prod u ced 12 All-Americans, in­ 
clu d ing sophomore Richard Mi 
lazzo, who earned the honor for 
the second time this y ear. In 
ad d ition, WSU has had one u n­ 
beaten season and three more 
y ears with only a single loss 
in d u al meets. This season’s 15-1 
team was the third -best ev er 
at the school. 
Danosi, now 57, said he has 
two remaining goals in life — 
coaching a national champion 
ship fencing team and v isiting 
a free Hu ngary .

Q—I have such pains in my 
hip and going down my leg I 
can hardly walk. Indocin does­ 
n’t help and ex ercise makes it 
worse. What do y ou advice? 
A—You probably have sciati­ 
ca, in which case the pain is 
caused by a protrusion of the 
disk between two vertebrae at 
the lower end of y our spine. 
If heat and rest don’t relieve 
the pain, injection of the rup­ 
tured disk with hy drocortisone 
should help. Some surgeons pre­ 
fer to remove 
the protruded 
portion of the disk or dissolve 
it with a digestive enzy me. 
Q—-How does saltpeter affect 
the male sex organs? 
A—Potassium nitrate or salt­ 
peter has been used to reduce 
sex ual desire in the past but 
has been found to be ineffective 
for this purpose. 
Q—Will any medical test re­ 
veal the presence or absence 
of male and female hormones? 
In case of an imbalance, can 
it be corrected? 
A-—The estrogen level is indi­ 
cated by a test for estroil in 
the urine. The 24-hour ex cretion 
varies from 10 to 55 micro­ 
gram s in a m enstruating wom­ 
an. It is much lower in a meno­ 
pausal woman and only 0.8 mi­ 
crogram in men. The androgen 
level is indicated by a 24-hour 
test for 17-ketosteroids in the 
urine. In men. the normal level 
is 10 to 24 milligrams. This level 
gradually decreases after age 
50. In women the normal level 
is 6 to 14 milligrams. There is 
alway s some of both the male 
and female hormones in both 
men and women. 
Most large hospital 
labora­ 
tories make these tests. If an 
imbalance is causing a problem, 
it can becorrected by giving the 
male or female hormone. 
Q-—Is it possible for a woman 
to determine her ovulation time 
within a few hours of its occur­ 
rence? 
A—Ovulation is now believed 
to occur 10 (not 14) day s after 
the onset of a m enstrual period. 
It is associated with a drop in 
body tem perature. Some women 
feel a twinge of pain in the 
lower abdomen at the time of 
rupture 
of the egg follicle but 
this is not a reliable sign. 


Q—I have been taking quinine 
twice a week to prevent cramps 
in my legs. Since starting this 
my colds are very mild. Could 
the quinine do this? 
A—Although 
this 
drug 
has 
been used to treat colds in the 
past, it has no preventive or 
curative action ex cept against 
m alaria.
